The particulars of such e.xpenses are shown in the respective divisions of the second column of 
the Return, under the head of “ Establishment Charges. 

It has been found, on the audit of the Accounts, that in the commencement of tbs Unions 
some items of expenditure have been brought to account under different heads in different Unions, 
as shown by the Notes on the Tables. All the Unions being now in operation, and the workhouses 
in most of them opened, the issue of farther regulations on the subject of the Accounts is under 
the consideration of the Toor Law.
